Have you ever been in a revolu- 
tion? Perhaps not, but there is a 
student here at Hartnell who has. 

When Maria Tulipan, 19, was 
working in Hungary as a dental 
technician, she participated in the 
student revolt. A group of stu- 
dents received permission to have 
a demonstration, and they then 
proceeded to a radio station where 
one of the guards became nervous 
and fired into the crowd. The 
crowd then attacked the headquar- 
ters of the Secret Police. 

When the demonstration died 
down, there was not enough time 
to go home. Maria stayed with the 
group at a hotel for the night. 

The next morning when the stu- 
dents awoke, they found the hotel 
surrounded by tanks. Maria was 
able to get out of the hotel with 
the first part of the group. But 
when a second segment of the stu- 
dents came out, they were fired on 
and many were wounded and 
killed. 

Maria managed to get home by

She has found here in the States 
that even the buildings are mod- 
ernistic as compared with the old 
traditional style in Hungary. 

Maria is now preparing to be- 
come a dentist. She is taking studies 
here at Hartnell that will lead 
to her chosen profession.
